The first case disposed of was Rex 

The accused, who 


resides near Rimbey, was . charged 
-with unlawfully killing a stray steer. 


:-He pleaded guilty to killing the steer, 
{put stated that he had done every- 


thing possible to find the owner and 
that ‘the animal was vicious and had 
attacked his child on two occasions, 


also that {t was killed in the presence 


or several neighbors, and that no at- 
tempt at concealment had been made. 
A statement writtensby the owner of 
the animal was read in court to the 
effect that he did not blame the accus- 
ed for killing the animal, and did not 
wish to see him punished. Counsel for 
the defence asked for suspended sen- 
tence which was given by his lord- 
ship. W.'H. Odell was the crown 
prosecutor and L, Cutler for accused. 

The next case hag created the 
greatest local interest and the court 
house is thronged with citizens who 
are watching every <letail of the pro- 
‘The case is -Rex vs H. E. 
Todd, \ex-bank..manager, of the Mer- 


Ren Bank, who ig charged with the 


theft of a registered parcel from the 
Wetaskiwin post office, cOntaining 
Royal Bank notes to the value of $6,- 
000, Considerable time was taken up 
with an argument on the admissability 
of the evidence to be produced. by 
Crown Prosecutor Cogswell, and re- 
ferred to in statement of the case. 

The chief justice ruled that the evi- 
dence was admissable, and the case 
proceeded. The first day. was occupied 
in tracing the missing parcel from 
the Royal Bankof Canada at Edmon- 
ton to the Wetaskiwin post office, 
from where it finally disappeared. 

A. E. Holbrook, manager of the Bank 
of Montreal, Wetaskiwin, testified as 
to the good character of the accused, | 
and of two or three small. checks 
that had been refused payment for 
lack of funds in the account of Todd. 

C. D. Smith testified that his coal 
account had been reduced since March 
6th, the day of the loss at the post 
office, 

Corporal Cawsey testified that Todd 


was arrested without a warrant by, 


Detective Sgt. Leslie on March 26. 


Upon counsel for the defence ques- 
tioning Corpl. Cawsey as_ to state- 
ments made by mail contractor J. D. 
Cowan, Crown ‘Prosecutor Cogswell 
objected. A lively argument ensued, 
in which the defence claimed that 
the crown, was in possession of such 
a statement and wag being withheld, 
He called for the production of the wit- 
ness referred to and declared that it 
was the duty of the crown to produce 
all material witnesses, whether fav- 
orable-to their case or not. 

Detective Sgt. Leslie’s evidence told 
of three or four plain and one larger 
envelope, a bank pass book and part 
of a newspaper found in a safety de- 
posit box in the Dominion Bank at 
Edmonton. Photographs of a signa- 
ture taken from the entry at the bank 
was produced, but the name and any 
comment was suppressed on objection 
by the defence being sustained by his 
lordship. Statements were read by 
Sergeant of Todd's movements on the 
day of the robbery and of his move- 
ments in} Edmonton of March 12th, 
both signed by the accused., Sergeant 
Leslie swore he had a warrant when 
the accused man was arrested at his 
‘home on the 26th of March. The de- 
tective naively stated that he obtain- 


ed a written statement before making | 


the arrest and warned his prisoner af- 
terwardg in the usual way. 

At noon on Wednesday, when it 
was ascertained there was no new evi- 
dence to be submitted by the crown, 
and before all the crown witnesses 
were called, nis iordship ordered the 
jury to bring Inu verdict of not guil- 
ty, ag thorn was no evidence agalnst 
None. of .the witnesses

The elevators have 
advised their agents not to purchase 
tough grain, and if this warning is not 
heeded, the farmers may find them- 
selves with unmarketable wheat in 
their possession. If a farmer is un- 
certain as to the condition of his grain 
he may have a moisture’ test made 
without charge by bringing a sample to 
the manager of any: elevator. 


E. E. NESS INVENTS 
A USEFUL DEVICE 


“Another” Wetasktwin®-man' ‘las ‘an 
invention which: will prove to be very 
convenient and of great service to 
all automobile owners and drivers. 
Some months ago, E. E. Ness, of the 
firm of Ness & Carlson, who have two 
garages in Wetaskiwin, conceived the 
idea that the battery terminals for 
upright posts might be greatly im- 
proved, so he concentrated his mind 
and energies in that direction, and 
shortly afterwards he -completed an 
invention which is very simple in con- 
struction and operation. It is a de- 
vice made of brass comprising in 
combination a terminal adapted to 
fit around the upright post of. a bat- 
tery and to receive the wire through 
a drilled hole in the side. <A single 
[aims screw may then be used to 
tighten the wire to the post, and in 
this way the electric circuit is com- 
pleted. An ordinary nail may be used 
to tighten or loosen the clamping 
screw. Mr. Ness, through hig solici- 
tors, made application to have the de- 
vice patented in both Canada and the 
United States, and a few days ago he 
was delighted to learn that he had 
been given patent rights for Canada. 
He has not. yet heard from Washing- 
ton, but expects to receive the good 
news shortly. 

The device is very simple, and the 
expense of manufacture’ will be 
small, so that it can be placed on the 
market at a much lower price than 
anything now in use, and has the add- 
ed advantage of being much better 
and easier adjusted. 

The inventor expects to make ar- 
rangements shortly for the manufac- 
ture of this device, and it is expected 
that thousands of auto owners and 
drivers will be using the Ness in- 
vention as soon as it is placed on the 
market.

British Columbia at Once 


Victoria, Sept. 22.—British Colum- 
bia and the Pacific coast will be put 
on an equal basis with the rest of 


Canada within the next few days, by |: 


big cuts in existing freight rates, 

Premier John Oliver prophesied in his 
address to the Association of Canadian 
Clubs’ in the Empress hotel. 

“"I believe that within. a very; few 
days that without waiting for. the 
judgment of ‘the Canadian Privy, coun- 
cil’ on “British Columbia’s frelght ‘ap- 
peal, the people of Canada will know 
that a reductign, and equalization of 
rates has been ordered, putting the 
Pacific coast on an equality with the 
rest of Canada,” the premier declared. 

In spite of high western freight rates 
Pacific coast ports wre showing re- 
markable growth now, the premier «le- 
clared. Within two years British Col- 
umbia would have in Vancouver the 
banner port of Canada, he predicted. 
The development of the grain trade 
out of Vancouver, he asserted, would 
inevitably make it Canada’s largest 
port.

Here an elevation of 240 
feet can be obtained and the forma- 
tion of a reservoir at this place would 
provide pressure sufficient for the 
gravity feed through the city mains. 

The lake lies about forty-five miles 
southwest of the city, has an area of 
about thirty seven square miles, and 
an elevation above the city of Edmon- 
ton of 600 feet. 


The report of the late John Gault ; 


who made a complete survey of the 
whole scheme indicates that the pro- 
ject could very easily be carried out. 
The report states that even figuring 
on a very conservative basis the 
lake would give a daily flow of eight- 
een million gallons of water or suffi- 
cient for a city with a population of 
200,000.— Bulletin.

W.th plenty of 
empties available, grain is moving out 
freely. A hundred cars daily are now | 
being handled. 

Farmers are too busy threshingydéo 
take advantage of the 30,000 acre feet 
of surplus irrigation water made avail- 
able for use on the Canadian side of 
the border by the release of this 
amount at Sherburne Lake reservoir 
in. Montana, The Americans are em- 
ptying the reservoir,-and have given 
Alberta farmers the privilege of utiliz-

In practically every phase of 
the industry there has been further 
development this season. 

In the butfer marketing service con- 
ducted by the provincial government 
dairy branch there has been an_ in- 
crease of 30 per cent, in the amotnt- 
handled this four months, compared 


with the same period of last year.| {ight further appearances of the pest 


The amount handled tifis year has 
been 697,444 Ibs., from eleven cream- 
eries compared with 536,195 Ibs from 
nine creameries in the same 
months of 1922. 

The butter, grading service ‘has han- 
dled 33 per cent more butter than in 
the same period last year, this year's 
figures being ,€31;424 Ibs from 67 
last year’s four 
months’ figures: being 4,952,816 -lbs 
from 49 creameries. . 

In the cream grading service initia- 
ted by the government last year there 
are now 56 graders employed compar- 
ed with 41 last year, due to the in- 
crease in creameries. For the four 
months this season, a total of 23,258, 
495 Ibs of cream has been graded, 
compared with 19,896,360 Ibs last year 
in the same period. The percentage 
of special grade cream was 43.1 com- 
pared with 37.9 per cent last year. 
The percentage of seconds has been 
reduced to 19.5 this year from 30.7 
last year. There has been a slight re- 
duction in the standard of firsts this 
year to make ‘the grades of the three 
western provinces uniform,.but this 
has not materially affected the fact 
that there has been a steady increase 
in the percentage of high quality 
cream. 

Since assuming for the federal gov- 
ernment the duty of grading butter 
for export from Alberta under the 
new federal regulations, the provincial 
grading system has graded a total of 
856,598 Ibs, for export during the four 
months mentioned. Special ship- 
ments of creamery butter to the Brit- 
ish market are now being made week

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U.S. PREPARING TO 
BOOST TARIFF ON 
CANADIAN WHEAT 


Washington, Sept. 24—After confer- 
ring with President Coolidge Satur- 
day, Representative Anderson, Repub- 
lican, of Minnesota, announced that 
he would take up with the tariff ¢com- 
mission the question of increasing the 
tariff duty on wheat. 

Representative Anderson, who was 
chairman of the joint ‘congressional 
committee of agricultural inquiry, said 
that the differential between Canadian 
and United States wheat prices about 
absorbed the 30 cents a bushel protec- 
tion provided for in the tariff law. 
The tariff commission has authority 
to recommend to the president an in- 
crease in rates up to fifty per cent, 
and Mr. Anderson declared that if the 
tariff were raised there would be an 
immediate increase in the prite on 
the Minneapolis market. 

Mr. Anderson estimated that  ap- 
proximately 65 per cent-of the 13,000- 
000 acres in Wheat in excess of the 
pre war acreage had been diverted 
from the raising of corn and added 
that it would be as easy in another 
season for wheat farmers to diversify 
their crops again. 

“The wheat farmers are not going 

o get a substantial return for theiy 
wheat,” Mr. Anderson continued, “un- 
til they bring production down sub- 
stantially to the requirements of the 
United States. . We know that Can- 
ada is going te produce more wheat 
and we know viso that the acreage 
in the Argentine will be increased. 
As to European production there is 
no definite information.”

the electors of that province without 
any bar or saloon provision associated 
with it. But the Moderationists of 
Alberta were not so moderate in their 
requests.

It may be noted also that the “mod- 
eration” beer has the same “kick” to 
jit that the proposed “temperance” 
beer of the Hotel Keepers’ association, 
namely, “Four per cent alcohol: by 
| weight,” or equivalent to 88 per cent 
| aleohol proof spirits. 

Ts it any wonder that the “Modera- 
tionists” and the hotel keepers have 
\that “D” clause upon the electors of 
‘Alberta? Is it not well named the 
“D" clause? It is deceitful and dan- 
‘gerous, damaging and disastrous to 
the young life of Alberta. 

It may also be well to state, belvre 
closing, that this vote is to be taken 
on the “preférential ballot” system. 
‘The elector is required to forget in 
‘this ballot that he ever voted with an 
“xX” for that sign upon the Alberta 
‘referendum ballot will spoil any bal- 
lot. The elector must mark his first 
choice with the figure “1” in the place 
designed for the mark. He may also 
‘mark a“2” opposite his second choice 
a “3” opposite his third choice; and 
a “4” opposite his fourth choice, 

But, inasmuch as ‘there is: only one 
“dry” proposition on the ballot, and 
,each of the other three is “wet”, to 
,the prohibitionists there is only one 
choice on the ballot. The “wets” have 
‘three choices of wetness over which 
,to distribute their votes. But the pro- 
hibitionists are stressing only the 
{matter of voting “1” opposite ‘A’, 
fand that, we think, is a good enough 
ballot for any A-1 Alberta citizen. By 
thus concentrating our support upon 
question “A’’ it is hoped to win anoth- 
;er good victory in Alberta on Novem- 
ber 5th.—Guardian.
